defenae of the Government. Why, air 
OJmmen honcety would demenf, if I induce 
ft mftu to engftge in ftny enterprise on stipu- 
lated ooaditions, thftt I ahonld sUnd by him 
*nd ftdhere to my ftgrcemeat. Let me put the 
Okse to the gentlemen from Meesaohosotte 
[Mr. £!iot] who introduced these resolu- 
Uoaa I tftke the ground thet this wer 
should have nothing to do with the iastitu- 
I Uon of slavery any more than with any 
other State institution. Let slavery alone ; 
it will lake care of itself. Lst me argue 
with thu gentleman from Masaaohosetti 
who moved these resolutions. The Presi- 
dent, and the Seoretaries, and Co»gress, by 
their aotioo, have induced us, wi'.h great 
unanimity, to raise a very large army. 
Some six hundred thousand men have been 
brought into the fijld. Large amonnte of 
money have been voted and expended. Di- 
rect taxes have been imposed even npon tbe 
neeesaaries of life. Ail this has been done 
to sustain, defend, and preserve theCoseti- 
toiioB and Government of our fathers 

Bat, after onr troops are in the field, and 
have their armor on, soppose I oome np 
from Kentnoky and propose to divert the 
war from its legUimats objects by urg- 
ing that the regiments from Masaaotmse’ta 
shonld be employed part of their time in 
capturing and returniog runaway slaves! 
Would not the Representatives from that 
State rise up and denounoe sueh a proposi- 
tion with the deepest indignation? What, j 
then, is it you propose T If it would br bad 
faith and a fraud npon your troops to etho 
ploy them in capturing and returning fsgi- 
live slaves, I ask' whether it wonld not be 
far more frandnlent, and in bad faith to the i 
loyal men of Kentnoky who have girded on 
their swords and gone oat to fight for tbe 
Union, to tell them that from thij time forth 
they shall be engaged in making war npon 
the institution of slavery — a war for the de- 
slruotion of their own property, and leading 
on to all the bloody horrors of servile insur- 
reotion ? 

Sir, let me illustrate a little further to 
show how deetruodve this policy U, aa-i how 
strange it is (hat a man should be so far 
misguided as to permit himself to be influ- 
eneed by it ; and lei no man press raahly 
on beoause he thinks himself right ! We all 
know that a man’s honest oonviotions of 
right, the burning seal which he feels with- 
in him when he is engaged in this abolition 
war, or war of emaaoipation, is no evidenoe 
whatever that he is right. 1 remember that 
Paul himself was never more lealous ti»An 
when he was breathing out ihreateuiogs and 
death — when he was pereeeaiing, wasting, 
and destroying the ohorohea of God ; aed 
he was doing all that in the name ef rsUgioa, 
and ”vahiy thought he was doing God’s 
servioe.” But wheu the soales fell from his 
eyes, he saw things in their true light, and 
he was a different man. I would that the 
soales might fall from the eyes of every one. 
What has this question of slavery to do with 
this war? We have no more right to inter- 
fere with lUrery in a Boutheru Scats than 
with (he common aohool system, or any 
other local insiitotion of a Northern State. 
Suppote 1 should arise here and proposa a 
bill to alyblish, or radically change, the 
common school system of Massachusetts, 
and should urge that dangeroua poUiioal 
hereaiaa wera taught in those sohoals, auoh 
as the higher law dootrine and various other 
wild and extravagant notions tending to 
disqnalify men for self-government, aod to 
array them against the Oonsiiintion of oar 
oouutry; and that, therefore, theee soheola 
are at war with the spirit of our free insti- 
tniions, and must be put down. Might not 
the gentleman from Maeaaohosetta with 
great propriety interrogate me thus : *’ Sir, 
nave you any property or intereat in Mae- 
eaohusette ?” ** None whatever.” "Were 
you ever there?” "Never.” *‘Do you de- 
sire to go there ?” "Not at all ; I am satie- 
ied to liva in Ksntuoky.” " Do you evar 
expeot to be in Maseaohusetts ?” "No.” 
" Why, then, eenoern yourself about our 
local institutions ?” "Ah, but you forget I 
am engaged in *a phUanthropte Lint of butt 
nett;’ thai’e ali” [Laughter.] "Well, sir, 
perhaps you had better turn your attention 
to Kentucky. 1 nave known men to show 
muoh good sense, and acquire fine fortunes, 
by simply attending to their own basiness ; 
bat no man ever manifested the one, or ee 
cured the other, by intermeddling with and 
giving his time to matteri which no way 
oonoerned him. All t'nat ever was accom- 
plished in that way haa been to annoy others 
and benefit nobody.” How would 1 respond 
to that argument of my friend ? 1 think I 
should "give it up,” and immediately move 
to lay the bill upon the table. 

Now, that is exactly a parallel caae with 
this. It is manifest that the Constitution 
of the United Slates seouies to eaoh State 
the right to have, or not to have, the insti- 
tion of slavery— just as eesentially so as it 
does the right to regulate your own oom- 
We have no more

These peepks, loyal and dieleyal, were all

Mr. Harding said : 

Mn. Speaker : If there ever was a time 
in the history of any nation, or any people, 
when every feeling of passion or party 
prejudioe shonld be banished from all minds 
— when the hearts and hands of all Union 
men should be united, in the great and 
common purposs of Raving an imperiled 
eountry, we have reached that period and 
that time. And it seems strange to me 
that suoh should not be the fact among the 
Representatives of the people in this House. 
It is "paaeing strange” that, at such a 
period, any mere matter of sectional or 
party strife should be allowed to obtrude 
upon our consideration, when all that we, 
as patriots, hold dear, is eridently imperiled 
and threatened with utter overthrow. 

Suppose a Urgs and splendid mansion, 
erected by the toil and labor of many years, 
at the cost of a large expenditure of money 
and treasurr; suppose it to hare been fitted 
up in the most costly and m ignifioent style 
by a kind father, with separate suits of 

apartments for the different families of his 

children, eaoh ezaotly suited to Ihe wants 
and conrenienoe of its ocoupants; suppose 
these families to have taken possession of 
their respeotive apartments, eaoh governing 
its own affairs, and having the entire ooa- 
trol and arrangement of its section of tho 
mansion, in respect to its furniture and 
every domeeiio affair; suppose that while 
thus liring in harmony and prosperity, 
suddenly the alarm of fire is raised — the 
mansion is beginning to burn. From their 
several apartments the families all rush j 
into the qpmmon hall. Strange to say, at 
this point an angry controversy springs up. 
The fire is already biasing through the roof 
of the common structure, and if it is ex- 
tinguished, the united efforts of all must be 
exerted. "But,” says the bead of one of 
the familes, "I will not aid in extingu'shiog 
the fits unless you alter ene of your do- 
ineelic arrangements.” Another refuses to 
aid unless another changes his domestio 
ooncerns; and so an angry controversy 
arises and prerailes, until ihe magnificent 
edifice is wrapt in flames, and every apart- 
ment sinks in common ruin. 

Mr. Speaker, is not that a faint pioture 
of what we are doing here at this day and 
this hoar? The great problem of man’s | 
capacity for free, popular self-goremment, ' 
is being eolred before the nations of the 
earth, it may be for ihe last time; and the 
true friends of liberty, the friends of pop* | 
ular free goremmeot, from erery dark land 
of despotism, are now looking with anxious I 
and tearful eyes to the soluliou of this 
mighty problem.

ordination, from this monstrous domination, 

I pray that this gorernment may bo delir- . 
ered. Why, sir, is that the higher law? 
Where did that maxim eome frem ? Who 
reoognixed the amhoritj of that maxim ; 
which Bubordinatoa and dominatae over tho 
Constitution, aod over the oaths we have 
taken to support it? Whoreoognizod tht 
authority of this higher law ? 1 know no 
higher law to eontroi my duty as a Christ- 
ian than the Bible. And I know of no i 
higher law to eontroi my aetion in govern- i 
mental matters than tha Constitution of my ' 
oountry; and a departure from the one is 
no more cxensable than a dapartore from 
the other. The man who propsses te depart 
from a plain provision of the Constitation 
is, in a oertain sense, a transgresjor of tbe 
whole. We are told that he who violates 
one plain oommand of the moral law ia a 
transgrassor of tha whole; so he wka would 
violate one plain provision of tho Consiitu- 
tion is, in the tame eense, a transgressor 
against tha whola. He shows hia disloyalty 
to hia Maker if he ia willing to violata ona 
provision of tha Divina law, and domoa- 
strates that ha is making war against tha 
govemmant of heaven; and to, if ha vio« 
latas the Constitation of onr oountry will- 
fully and knowingly, ho is making war 
against this Government, This is higher 
law — a law higher thaa the Bible; higher 
than tho Conatitution; higher than tha oath 
te support it. There is no proposition more 
monstrous than this; non# fraught with 
greater evlL Why, siiy what is it bat revo- 
lution to attempt to legislate with raferenee 
to any higher law than tha Constitution of 
the eountry ?

Why, sir, it made i?e appear- 
anoe at the time the Mormon Bible eame up;

reoted; but not so; it has been in the world 
a long time; and it is npon this prineiple of 
a higher law whieh euberdmaUt govemmant 
and *‘dontimatet ootr dvU relatiomt,” that fierce 
mobs have armed themselvea and madly 
rushed on to bloodshed and riot, to the 
breaking open of prisons, aad to the de- 
struction of human life without svidenoe or 
trial. This is mob law. This is higher 
law ! Why, sir, it wae the spirit of this 
same higher law that put forth its saorile 
gioua hand and plucked

Sir, it wu this higher law spirit whieh 
"dominated” over France in that frarfnl 
reign of terror, aod made her streets ran 
with blood.

Your liberty Is the { 
prioe of our blood.” The olaims of the ; 
present generation appeal to us in plaintive ' 
tones; the destiny of generations yet un- 
born appeals to us; all the high and solemn 
considerations of the past, of the present, 
and the long-distant future, oome up and 
impress the oonvietion that a high and sol. | 
emn responsibility rests upon us. Nay, sir, | 
a responsibility so fearfully solemn that I 
the most patriotic and the wisest in the land 
might well pause, tremble, and exclaim, 
"who is Buffioient for these things?” 

It is not my purpose on this oocasioa to 
utter a solitary word that should excite un- 
kind feelings in the mind of any m.kn pres- ' 
ent upon this muoh*agitated subjeot of I 
slavery. I entertaiu no feeling but that of 
entire respect fer any sentiment honestly 
and B'noerely entertained upon that ques- 
tion by other gentlemen, however muoh I 
may differ with them; nay, air, gloomy 
forebodings of the future rise np and so 
overwhelm me as to leave no room for the 
indulgence of angry party controversy. 

EnterUining these feelings and these 
views, it was with the deepest pain that I 
saw, on the very firet day of tho session — 
even in the morning hour of that session — 
this much-to-be dreaded controversy sprung 
upon us. Not more than two houre had 
elapsed before the proposition now under 
ooneideration was introdooed, and the effort 
made to press it through the House under 
the previous question, without the oppor- 
tunity of a moment’s oonsideration. I say 
I was pained and grieved to witness this : 
hasty and ill-timed movement. I confess I 
was more alarmed at the indications I then 
saw upon this floor, than I had been sinos 
this revolutionary storm burst forth. I 
thought a disposition was manifested to 
run heedlessly and rashly on, without 
pausing to consider the oonsequenoes of 
the action it waa proposed to take; but 
when I saw gentlemen were disposed to 
postpone their notion until apportunity 
should be given to eonsider, reflect, and 
reason, my hopes revived, and every in- 
dication since that day induces me to think 
it is the intention of the House to allow a 
oalm and full examination of the questions 
now under oonsideration, before ooming to 
any final oonolusion. 

What I desire on this oocasion, then, is, 
that before taking any step we shall oalmly 
consider the great questions presented in 
the resolntions before us, questions involv- 
ing the destinies, not only of the present, 
but of generations yet to oome. In ooming 
te that ooneideration I wonld, as far as pos- 
sible, divest myself of all prejudicas arising 
from any previeus theory. I prefer that 
every argument shall be carefully weighed, 
and then that the House shall cautiously 
I and oalmly act. 

I oppose these resolutions, then, firtt, 
beeanee we have no oonstitutional power to 
pass them, nor any of the bills or resolu 
lions whioh have been intruduoad on this 
subjeot. 

I ebjeot to them, tecomdXy, because the 
(iaith of Congress, of the President, and of 
this Administration has been more than onos 
pledged, in the most solemn and publio 
manner, against all interference witn the 
iQStitntions of slavery; and to sanotion tbe 
policy now proposed wonld be a plain and 
palpable violation of the plighted faith of 
this Congress, of the President and the 
Administration. 

In the third place, I oppose these resolu- 
tions beeanse (he legislation proposed is 
forbidden by every principle of sonnd

but one language. It tells ns first what the 
war is not for; and secondly, whattf it for. 
The war is not for the purpose of over 
throwing or interfering with slavery; and. 



What was it, ia ths revolutionary 
OOF fathers with England, that 
new eoastitntee the bluer and bnmiag 
memory of that period, iraasmitted from 
father to son, and never to be forgotten? 
What the napardonable si a of England? 
What but that savage cruelty whieh armo'i 
with eaaiping-knife and tomahawk the wild 
Indians, and tamed them loose to murder 
and destroy aged men and helpless women 
and okildrsa? And what patriot heart dc.es 
net born with iadigaation at the bora 
thought ef that for more savage barbarism, 
that would ally itaelf to the slaves ia a s«r- 
vila war upon their mbtere? 

Suoh a policy would, moreover, b« tho 
greatest poesiblt erueity to the sUves thom- 
selvce; for it would eertaiuly reoult in the 
deetruotion aad slaughter of a large portioa 
of them. After ail that has been eaii on 
elavery by profetood phdamtkropittt, etill, ia 
the present state of society, it remains true 
that the abolitionist is the worst enemy of 
the slave, and the homane master his truast 
aad best friend. 

The oltm abolitionists, whether they know 
it or not, have been and now are giving tha 
moat eueoesaful aid to the ^ ;r^^iats of the 
South, aad making the ii»^u^^^»fat war 
upon tha Union. Tho gm||^^^^vailing 
argument of tho loading in ihe 

South aad in tha bordar IHIH^s been, 
and etill is, that tho Northfinrfantion of 
the Constitation, intended and wao about 
to turn the struggle into a wax for emaaei- 
p^on, and thus "p’aage the whola popula- 
tion, white a:.d black,” iato a remorsaiooo 
and bloody airuggle. By thie argument 
aloae, he has euceecded in eeduoiag aad 
drawing iato the rebellion thoasands of mis- 
guided men.

But after the passage of the Critteaden 
resolutions In July last— aft art he President 
nod his Cabinet had Istken eirong eoneerva- 
tive ground — after every Department ef the 
Government stood oat, openly eommitted 
and pledged to the whele eountry, to proee- 
eato tho war for the limgU pwrpoee of sus- 
tnining the Uoton and preserving the Gov-

of Hon. Caleb B. Smith, Secretary of the 
Interior, delivered August 16, 1S61, at 
Providence, Rhode Island. It was a most 
patriotio speech He eaid: 

“The theory of thU Government le. that the Statea 
are aovertxit within their proper sphere. Tbe Govern- 
ment of tne Oiilted State* homo more right to Interfere 
with the Inatltutlon of aUtveiy In South Carolina than 
U has to lateriere with the pacnllar Instltn tions of 
Rhode IsUod. But, my fHeniiii, during the last anm 
raer, when the great political contest was raging 
thrungout the land, then it wu that dea'galiig and dit- 
hoHott men, for the purpose of accomplisbtng their own 
aeldah arhenies, appealed to tbe prejudlcea of the 
Bouthern people, den .uuclng those who .upported Mr. 
Lincoln as Aoolx'ionisu, aa men who would ditrtgard 
the oouttitutionnl riphU of the South, anJ trantoend the 
powers of the Government. Excited by means of these 
xniquitout appeals, they were ready to take up arm* to 
prevent the inauguration of that Pretident whom a 
majoriiyof the people had d<xlare<l to lie the man of 
their choice. My fheudi, I have known the President 
long and well. It has been my fortune to be selected lu 
one of his cnastitntlonal sdvlsera. I have had the honor 
of being connected with this Administration since Its 
commencement ; and Jteil you to-nifU that you cannot 
Jind tn Houtk Oirou'na a wtan more atiiiout. reliyxoutiy 
and tcrupiiloudy,to observe au the /eaturef of toe Con- 
ttituhOH rdatino to alavrrpthan Abraham lArMJin.

right to make war upon the iastitntion of i 
slavery than upon any other local inatitn- j 
tion. The Censtitution eeonres to eaoh , 
State ihe right of regulating its ewn domes* . 
tic institutions; and it must aecosaarily i 
protect slavery, oe oertaialy os it proteots 
your own oommnn school system. Our 
wisest men, the President of the United 
States, the heads of Deportments, and Con- 
gress, haviag with united voioe deelored 
that we have no cjnstitutionol power upon 
the subjeot, how are you to escape from the 
difficulty? This is a serious questloc. I 
was amnsed Ihe other day by a speech, mode 
by a distinguished gentleman in the other 
end of the Capitol, with a oopy of whioh he 
favored me.

Mr. Harding. I will not refer to the | 
gantleman by name; but it becomes necss- ' 
Bory for me to refer to his orgnment upon 
this subjeot. I call npon all geutlemen to 
pause and reflect upon this subjeot. It is 
strange that all the efforts to esoopa from 
the palpable provisions of the Constitution 
are of a similar ehorooter. That gentle- 
man — of diaiingniehed ability — went on to 
argue that Cengrera had the power to cottfit- 
cate the propvty of rebals in the Southern 
States, whioh, I think, was sonnd. But 
having established that proposition to his 
own satisfaction, and made it olear, he said, 
"it was equally olear that Congress had the 
I power to emancipate the elaves of rebels, 
because it is os property that they (the 
rebels) profess to hold them.” Look at 
that argumenft Y ou who rely on it say that 
you have only the right to oonfisoate the 
property of rabele; but yon say slaves art 
mot property; therefore, aeoordinf to your 
own lorio, yon cannot oenfisoate them. 

But I say, the right to oonfisoate property 
or slaves does not involve the right to 
amanoipaie elaves, bsoausa emaneipaiion 
and ootttisoation are two very distinot things 
— and that distino'ion seems to have preset 
upon that gentleman’s mind thronghont his 
whole argument. It evidently annoyed him, 
and seemed to eiort np at hU bask like a 
speetre, and wonld not down at his bidding. 
Yon do not propose to oonfiaeota elaves at 
all, but yoa propose to emaneipate them. 
That is not oonflseatioa. To oonfisoate 
property is to seise and apply it to tha pab- 



hMtlavtt, if tUey desire them.” 

That speech, I repeat, was delivered on 
the 16ih day of August, 1861; and imme- 
diately preceding it. on the 8th day of 
August, an order was issued by the Seoreta 
ry of War, General Cameron, to General 
Butler, as follows: 

“It U the desire of tbe President that all exHtlng 
rigbu In all tbe States b • fully re^iiectei and malutalned. 
Tbe war now pm.secute I on the part of the Federal 
Uoverameut ts a war tor the Colon, and for tbe preaer- 
vaase of all constitutional rights of States, and the cltl- 
teiM of the States In the Uuoln.*’ 

That order was iained to Major General 
Butler by the Secretary of War, with tbe 
sanotion of the President. I ask you, then, 
whether the President is not bimaelf pledged 
to this polioj? He permitted himself to be 
pledged by Secretary Smith, and he was 
pledged by sauo'iouing the order of the 
Seoretary of War whioh I have read. Ia 
his inaugural address, and in his message 
to Congress at its extra session, every man 
will reoolleot he took oonaervative ground. 
The ground taken was, that war was to be 
resoried to only for the pnrposa of 
maintaining the Union and preserving 
the rights of the respeotive States. He 
tells ns in his message to tho present 
after his inaugural addrass.

after his conservative message at the last 
session — »fter the patrioiieapeeah of Seore- 
tary Smith, in whieh he said the President 
would respeot (he rights of slavery and 
protect it, under the Goverament and the 
Constitution, as mnoh as any man in Sonth 
Carolina — after all this, he declares, in his 
late message at the present session of Con- 
gress, that nothing has oeeurred "to add to 
or tmbtraet from the policy heretofore re 
oommended.” I ask, then, sir, whether the 
President does not stand pledged bafor* the 
oountry and the world to this conservative 
policy ? It is plain that Congress and that 
thia Administration all atand pledged in 
most solemn manner to the people of this 
eoantry to follow this line of poUsy, and 
not depart from it. 

It follows, then, that Congress and the 
i Preaident being pledged to thia oonservative 
polioy, hs sannot now, nor oan Congraas, 
swerve from it withont a palpable and plain 
violation of the plighted faith of both. To 
sanotion the polioy proposed by theee ree- 
olutione, wonld be to tnm the war away 
from its legitimate purpose, and, indeed, to 
turn the bayonets of onr soldiers against 
tha insuttttion of slavery. It would not

From the Missusippi Expedition. 

The Cairo oorrebpoudent of the St. Louis 
Republican, writing on the 13th, sends the 
following btatemenis, which are more satis 
ficiory^han the d^spa ches: 

Oar poor fellows down at Fort Jefferson 
(seven miles below us) are having a rough 
time of it. Yet, all reports say they are 
making ibemeelvea exceedingly Dr.erry, and 
havtog rare spurt in scaring the Columbas 
people. Day before yesterday three of the 
rebel gunboats came op in siglt, and fired 
(heir guus. Whereupon Commodore Foote 
accepted the c ia’Ienge, aad taking two of 
his “iron olad,” moved down the siream, to 
near where tbtir shot bad fallen At this 
ttafy became exceedingly ntrvous, aud 
“turned tail.” The Commodore opened on 
them, however, and heavy firing was kept 
up for some twenty minutes, when two of 
our shot Btmck the hulks of the enemy. 
At any rate, they made haste back to 
Coloinboa. 

Yesterday very nearly the same game 
was repeated, only the rebels had but two 
boots; most probably the other was crip 
pled the day before. In fieetness their 
boats have greatly the advantage of ours 
I'hey are constructed on the model of the 
Virginia race horse, while curs are more 
after Ihe style of the heavy draft horse of 
Pennsylvania.
